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Abstract — The male of Phrurolithus labialis Paik 
1991 (Corinnidae) is deseribed for the first time. 
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Phrurolithus labialis Paik 1991 was deseribed from 
Korea and was also reeorded from Japan (Kamura 2001). 
The original deseription of this speeies was based only on 
the female, and the male has never been reported. Reeently 
I had an opportunity to examine some Phrurolithus spiders 
eollected from Japan offered by Mr. Koiehi Nojima, and 
found two male spiders whieh are identified with P. labialis. 
In this paper I deseribe the male. I wish to express my sin- 
eere thanks to Mr. K. Nojima, Osaka Pref, and Mr. Ken- 
iehi Kumada, Mie Pref, for offering valuable speeimens 
used in this study.

Description. Male. Measurements (based on one male 
from Tottori Pref, in mm). Body length 2.70. Carapace 
length 1.20; width 0.92. Abdomen length 1.50; width 2.45. 
Length of legs (femur+patella+tibia+metatarsus + tarsus 
= total): I 0.86 + 0.37 + 0.67 + 0.68 + 0.48 = 3.06, II 0.77 
+ 0.35 + 0.53 + 0.61+0.46 = 2.72, III 0.68 + 0.32 + 0.44 + 
0.60 + 0.42 = 2.46, IV 0.84 + 0.36 + 0.63 + 0.80 + 0.54 = 
3.17. Eye sizes: anterior median eye (AME) 0.05; anterior 
lateral eye (ALE) 0.07; posterior median eye (PME) 0.06; 
posterior lateral eye (PLE) 0.06. Distances between eyes:

Variation. from Okayama Pref: body length 2.78 
mm; carapace length 1.28 mm, width 0.98 mm; abdomen 
length 1.50 mm, width 0.98 mm. 

Spines on legs. All femora with no dorsal spine; femur 
I with one spine on prolateral side of distal part; femur II 
with no prolateral spine. Number of ventral spines on tibiae 
and metatarsi: tibia I proventral (pv) 4, retroventral (rv) 4; 
tibia II pv 4, rv 3 or 4; tibia III pv 0 or 1, rv 0 or 1; tibia IV 
pv 1 or 2, rv 2; metatarsus I pv 4, rv 3 or 4; metatarsus II pv 
4, rv 3; metatarsus III pv 2, rv 2; metatarsus IV pv 2 or 3, 
rv 2. 

Chelicera with one spine on anterior side; promargin of 
fang furrow with three teeth and retromargin with two teeth. 
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Thoracic groove indistinct. Abdomen with a large dorsal 
seutum. Palp with retrolateral tibial apophysis large and 
eurved (Figs. 1-2). 

Color. Cephalothorax and appendages yellowish brown, 
abdomen yellowish white with a dorsal seutum yellowish 
brown. 

Female. Deseribed by Paik (1991) and by Kamura 
(2001). Variation: body length 2.30-2.66 mm; carapaee 
length 1.06-1.12 mm, width 0.84-0.89 mm; abdomen 
length 1.22-1.60 mm, width 0.82-1.10 mm. 

Remarks. As already stated in Kamura (2001) this spe- 
eies is different from the other known Japanese Phrurolithus 


speeies by having ventral spines on legs III and IV. 
Distribution. Korea, Japan (Honshu). 
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
